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SGWU Paper cartoon 
leads to libel charges

Wayne'Gray, editor and pub- 
lisher of the Sir George Wil- 
liams University and Loyola 
College evening students' week- 
ly. The Paper, has been , 
charged witli libel by a group 
of Sir George students and 
faculty for a cartoon published 
in Monday's issue. 

The cartoon, vMch has been 
described as "racist" by those 
filing charges, created a furor 
which resulted in the editors 
of The Paper removing all 
copies of; the offending issue 
ij^ml^fa^neiating them. The 
later re-|ssued with- 
out the cartoon. 

The cartoon itself was the 
woric of an anonymous student, 
whose identity Gray refuses 
to reveal. It depici«i^twD/' 
blacks, one with a machine guhT 
the other with a newspaper, 
against a background of Bia- 
fran arid black slogans. The 
caption read, "Pick up your 
bags Alfred, there's a black 
studies program starting at 
SirGeorge." 

The ckuges were brought by 
a group of 38 students and 
faculty members, iimong them 
meml)ers of the Caribbean 
Students' Assodation." 

Under the new students' 
code, the charges sill be heard 
before a board of three Sir 
feGeoige;students,iitjroio|^thOT.. 
'^iir tHè'evêning' schoolliM'Oiie'- 
in the day school. This board 
has the power to suspend stu- 



dent privilege, suspend Gray, 
or reconmiend expulsion. 

Appeal of this decision can 
be made to a review board of 
three students, one faculty 
member and one senior ad- 
ministrator, with further ap- 
peal available to the Board of 
Governors. 

Meanwhile, black- students 
at McGill plan to protest 
against the cartoon. 

"In collaboration with the 
group of. students at SGWU, 
black students at McGill are 
having a meeting tomorrow at 
1 pm in the Union in order to 
formulate a position on the 
matter," said J. H. Charles, 
president of the West Indian 
Society. 

Charges of racism at-SGWU 
last year touched off the 
destruction of the computer. 
Yesterday, several of the stu- 
dents charged with the destruc- 
tion came up for trial. 'After 
hiring many appeals from 
the .students' lawyers, the 
predding judge stated he would 
have to deliberate on the re- 
quests and postponed the trial 
until Jan. 16. 

In other media news, the 
editor-in-chief of tbe^Sir Geor- 
ge Williams Univeâ^lgéor- 
gian, Joel. McCormidc, has 
resigned for "personal" rea- 
sons. In his place, former 
managing' editor, Steve Hal- 
perm, has been chosen as in- 
terim editor.

In. their attempt;i|u^nnahce 
such thhigs as courae' 'guides. 
Journals, speakers programmes, 
and faculty weeks, most graduate 
and undergraduate societies have 
asked Students' Council for in- 
creased financial support. 

Seymour Kaufman, Financial 
Director of the Students' Society 
will be presenting the financi^ 
requests of the graduate and 
undergraduate societies to Coun- 
cil. He will urge Council to take ' 
hnmediate action due to the. 
threats of seccesstoii whkh have 
recently been made. 

Some of the undergraduate 
societies, including Commerce 
and Dentistry have added muscle 
to' their requests by threatenhig 
secession from the. Students' 
Society if Council refines to ghre 
them enough money. 

J. J. Pratt, President of , the 
Commerce IJndergraduate So- 
ciety, refused to conunent on 
what action he would take if his 
request of ^,100 is not granted 
at tonight's meeting. He. told the 
Daily that his executive would 
meet after the Council meeting 
to decide on further action. 

Hank Roy, President of the 
Engineering Undergraduate So- 
ciety, is optUnistfa: about , his 
request of $9,750 being granted ' 
by Students' Council. He account-, 
ed for his optimism by pointing 
to the political implkations of 



the situation. He implied that 
Council would be pressured into 
granting the financial requests 
avoir political suicide. 

Kaufman said, "The Students' 
Society is on shaky ground. It 
can't win either way. 

"If Council doesn't gWe the 
undergraduate societies what 
they want, they're going to make 
a good attempt- to pull out" said 
Kaufman. 

iSHe^added, "If Council does

Union, going to., the individual 
societies. 

In other business at tonight's 
meeting, approximately 70 names 
will be submilted for ratification 
in order to fill the scats on Sen- 
ate committees which have been 
. allocated to students. 

These nominees have been 
selected by a committee made 
up of Steve Caron, University 
Affairs Director, Martin Shapiro, 
External Vice-President of the 
Students' Society, and Ken Gow- 
es, former Engineering Represent- 
ative on Students' Council.

Petitions calihig for the resig- 
nations of the hidividual Durec- 
tors have been si^ed by greater - 
percentages of. students than re^ 
quired by the LSA constitutionT^ 
but the Dh:ec(bi8 have'reinaked 
adamant in their decision to 
stay on. 

It was the Dhrectors who 
initiated the referendum on the 
ExecutWe. They , later tried to 
drop the idea, but Nouvet refused,

Accordhig to Kaufnnian, a solu- 
tion to this' problem necessitates 
a complete restructuring of the 
Students' Society. He envisages 
a federation of graduate and under- 
graduate societies with all fees, 
except those necessary for the 
mahitenance of the Students'

More damaging than drugs

31.3% of the McGlU ' student 
body has tried marijuana. . ;. 

This is the result of the drug 
survey which was held at McGill 
last week by the Students' Socie- 
ty. The survey also revealed . 
that 7.1% of McGill questioned stu- 
dents had tried LSD, and 0.857o 
had tried hard drugs. . . 

The statistics on marijuana 
are not surprising Dr. Robert- 
son Unwin said last nighL Dr. 
Unwin, a McGill professor who 
is well known for Ms -researeh 



say that "marijuana has become 
a symbol of the generation gap." 

"Marijuana is simply an in- 
toxicant with effects that are no 
worse than alcohol," he said. 
"Yet law-makers put marijuana 
on the same level as heroin." 

"These incredibly harsh laws 
are damaging youth more than 
the drug itself " be declared. 

The law MW; contains a seven- 
year maximum penalty for pos- 
session of marijuana and a maxi- 
mum of life imprisonment for 
trafficking, . Trafficking includes

Office building liere 

Construction of a 13 storey 
office buildbg on campus will 
begin next week. It will stand be- 
tween the Otto Maass Chemlstiy 
Building and the Old Physics 
Building. 

The .terrace surrounding the 
building will infringe upon 5000 
square feet of lawn. 

Five classrooms with a total.of 
680 seats will make up the first 
floor. These classes will be ready 
by September of 1970. The rest 
of the building is scheduled to open 
next December. 

The second floor will contain the 
Computing Centre. The Math and 
Geography Departments/current- 
ly scattered around the McConnell 
Enghieering Building and the Phy- 
sical Sciences Centre, will each 
move hito five stories of the new 
building. 

Unfortunately, construction' 
equipment will take up half of the 
lawn for about another yean The 
^.200,000 buUdhig will look a lot 
like the Leacock Building, as it is 
also being made of prc-cast con- 
crete. 

Angus Elliot, a member of the 
Senate Committee on Development 
said that the "Master Flan" of the 
University would not allow any 
further construction on the lower 
campus. Brian Hirst, a student 
member on the committee, con- 
curred that the rest of campus 
should be safe for another 10-15 
years. 



However, Hirst pointed out that 
the "Master Plan" had the same 
stipulation before the McLennan 
Library was built and before the 
new Geography-Mathematics 
Buildhig was planned. 

Neither Students' Council nor the 
Senate hi plenary session are 
consulted on decisions by the 
Development Committee. The 
limiting factor on any aspect of 
constiiiction is ffaiancial, and off- 
campus sites are much more 
expenshre. 

Hill bursary talks 

Colin McDougaU. McGiU Re- 
gistrar, disclosed yesterday that 
the Annette S. Ifill bursary, whkh 
provides aid to Protestant students 
from the Maritiniéi'^ând'^Ohtario, 
will be discussed by the scholar- 
'ship Committee somethne this 
month. 

The bursaiy, now worth over 
$900,000,. was accepted by a 
narrow margin hi Senate, \n 
1962, even though it discrimhiates 
agahist non-Protestants. 

Last Wednesday, Senate passed 
a motion stathig that "no univer- 
sity application forms could re- 
quest the religion of the applicant." 
- Marthi Shapiro, External Vice- 
President of the Students' Society, 
said that he will present a motion 
to the Scholarship Committee re- 
qucsthig that a private members' 
bill be presented hi the National 
Assembly to amend the Hill 
bursary and others like it.

"We are in a different era 
from that of the Second World 
War," be said. "The youth of 
today is much more socially and 
politically aware, and they are 
more sophisticated. in knowledge 
than any other former youth. 

"They realize that the con- 
ventional wisdom and the tradition- 
al values being used now are no 
longer as applicable as tbey 
were," he added. 

"Adults are going forward 
whUe looking backwards," he de- 
clared. "It is time that the old- 
er generation started listening 
to youth." 

He accused sodoty of using 



young people, in particular, 
hippies, potheads, and people 
with long hair, as a scapegoat 
for sodal ills. "They are re- 
placing traditional minorities, 
such as Jews, in this role," he 
claimed. 

"They relaize that the convent- 
Of all the drugs commonly used 
today. Dr. Unwdn described 
speed as being the most danger- 
ous physically and psychoI(^cal- 
ly. Speed causes a paranoid fear 
of being attacked and, as a result, 
people under speed tend to try 
to physically barm other people 
around them, he explained. 
Speed, sdentiflcally known as 
amphetamine, is used mostly by 
older people ias a means of getting 
rid of excess weight, he noted. 

Dr. Unwin warned against the 
purchase of drugs in the black 

market.

puter last February 11, are poli- 
tical prisoners, "held to a large 
degree ior thdr political beliefs, 
and their refusal to acquiesce to 
the subtle forms of Canadian rac- 
ism." 

"This Sir George incident has 
only brought out the latent rac- 
ism of Canadian society," he 
said. "We students of the Carib-, 
bean and members of the com> 
munity demand comparable treat- 
ment and ho^itality, which we 
guarantee Canadians when they 
are in our countries." 

Campbell said the real issue 
- accusations of radsm brought 
against SGWU Biology professor 
Ferry Anderson - has been burl- 
ed. 

Complaints of radsm against 
Anderson were ignored for near- 
ly a year before the Sir George 
administration convened a com- 
mission to examine the charges. 
Black students challenged the 
makeup and proceedings of the 
commission, and occupied the 
Computer Centre to demand a new 
commission, approved by both 
themselves and the adminisbra- 
tion. 

Campbell said the long dcby 
between the computer burning 
and the biais of the defendants - 
remanded until January, 1970 - 
is "a deliberate attempt to test 
the will and faith of our brothers." 

During the delay, he said, the 
accused students and even unin- 
volved blacks have found it im- 
possible to go back to school, get 
jobs or find housing inMonb^l. 
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Divide and squander 



At tonight's Council meeting many 
of the Faculty Societies vyill be request- 
ing greater . sumis of money from the 
Students' Society. There have been 
threats that if these funds are not al- 
located several faculties will secede, 
and some threaten to secede with or 
without more money. 

In yesterday's issue of the McGill 
Martlet. Julius Grey and Martin Sha- 
pu-o defended the need for a Students' 
Society at McGill. Their arguments 
were both good and necessary. The 
value of our 'Students' Society is fairly 
obvious, but lately it has come under 
attack on several fronts! 

Those who wish to break up the 
Students' Society . by pulling out be- 
cause they fmd mémbers of the pres- 
ent executive emotionally or politically 
incompatible are wrong. In the last five 
years the executive positions have been 
distributed in almost an alternating 
pattern between radical activists and 
"moderates." but the day-to-day stu- 
dent services provided went on without 
much of a significant difference. If in- 
dividual faculties had sent responsible 
and aggressive council members, many 
excesses of the executive - present to 
this day - could have been curbed. It is 
not too late to correct the course of 
this year's' executive, but instead some 
faculties are sending Student Society 
"separatists" to Council and other 
faculties^ are letting elections go by 
without a notice. 

Those ^ho i: wish to leave thesStu- 
dents' Society for fmancial reasons 
are being as petty as those who dis- 
like paying for roads in Moose Jaw. 
In general most students claim their 



money's worth from the Students' So- 
ciety. They eat in the Union, they listen 
to Radio McGill's oasis in the waste- 
land, they read this rag. etc. There 
is no limit to what vou can take out of 

it. ■ . ' ..vJi^à-'' 

There are unfortunately only a 
limited number of people who can or 
care to work in student organizations. 
Newspapers, the radio station and clubs 
each draw oh limiltèd human r^burces. 
These resources would be - stretched 
beyond recognition and efficacy if these 
services had to be duplicated in all 
faculties. How many niedical students 
are willing to devote large chunks of 
their tune to running theu: finances, 
cornmunicafions. etc? 

If we don't have campus-wide or- 
ganizations, we don't have decent or- 
ganizations. 

There are other levels of consi- 
deration. One.of the.Ti is- the integration 
of the student body and bringing people 
into contact with each other. We are 
already boxed in by aHîitrarily de- 
marcated disciplines which easily 
lose sight of each other. No engineer 
should be so arrogant that he feels he 
has nothing to gain from orgariirailra- 
al contact with, say, artsy-fartsies. 
No Arts, or Music student should be so 
complacent that he feels he can entrust 
his mtellectual aiid social development 
in an environment limited by even 
greater faculty separation. 

Finally, the Students' Society is 
the strongest and most effective agent 
to act on behalf of students, to express 
stu^iU,^ill.and to press for student 
deim^dsl^In particular, now. we need 
a Students' Society to speak for us in 



many ways. We need a concerted stu- 
dent effort in educational and institu- 
tional reform and democratization, and 
indeed! in confrontmg the powers of the 
Senate and Board of Governors of the 
University. The only way we can make 
strong and articulate representation, 
as students: is in- a unified campus- 
wide organization. 

. These arguments are so moderate 
it shames' me, I could have emphasiz- 
ed that it is the resonsibility of stu- 
dents to be socially-concerned and 
politically activist. I could have de- 
nounced the motivations of the current 
crop of separatists in the Students' 
Society. 

But these points are . hrrelevant. 
They should be disciÈsed ; within the 
context of McGill students in a Stu- 
dents' Society that is engaged in ration- 
al mternal debate and effective external 
collective bargaining, not as a student 
community which is not' even nominallv 
united.

I cannot'hdp but .reply to the incredible concoction of 
lies and paranoia evident in Julius Grey's defense of his 
actions concerning the new Students' Society Constitution 
(McGill DaOy.

EXPLANATORY NOTE 

The solution to the constitutional problem suggested 
on this page is difficult to understand unless you 
have some background on the incorporation of the 
'Students' Society. 

The Students' Society Incorporated ivas created, i.e. 
received its letters patent from Quebec, in September, 
1968. Its objects were identical to those in the new 
Constitution, and It had three directors, Robert 
Hajaly, Ian Uyman and Myron Calloway. The assets 
of the old association were transferred to the new 
corporation in the Fall of 1968. But the old Constitution 
was not submitted loQuebtcas the new Corporation's 
by-laws, since a new^eonslllùiion was anticipated 
I this, on the advice of our lawyers). In retrospect, this 
is most fortunate, since the new Corporation is not 
restricted by the clause In the old Consliiuilon ' requir- 
ing Senate approval of amendments. 

, Council must now pass both a theoretical motion, and 
a practical one. The theoretical one aski the three 
directors bf the Students' Society Inc. to submit the 
new Constitution to Quebec for approval as fhe 
Corporation's by-laws. The practical one mandates 
Internal ^ice-President Dave Young to have our 
lawyers do the same. 

Should Quebec delay. Council asks, (In theory), the 
three directors to adopt the new Constitution as the 
Corporation's by-laws}}ln^:ihej':lnierim, pending 
Quebec's approval: In 'effeeli U legally promulgates 
the Constitution' makes II law. Or. if there is a rush, 
Councllmay,allhesttme lime that It has the directors 
send the Constitution to Quebec, have them adopt 
it on an interim basis as the Corporation's by-laws. 



Then, with a fantastic stretch of bisr|Kuàiwid;im^ 
atkin, Julius goes on to accuse "some of the iaiilhôn'o( tml 
document" of trying to destroy the Students' Society. For 
one who denounces the use of slander he seems to be the 
most adept in employing it (New Left Thugs, etc. etc.). The 
fact is that the constitutkm finally passed was the Joint 
work of the Executive of the Students' Society and the Pres- 
idents of all the nujor Faculty Societies. All the latteF 
signed it, as Mr.' Grey Icnows, since it was so published in 
the McGill DaOy: Thb b immeasurably better than hb 
record of co<>pentk>n, at least up to now, with the Faculty 
Societks.

It b interesting to note that Grey supported the COn- 
stitutkin very stron^y bi Senate before June 1, since, if 
passed, it would have put him in power then and not on 
July 1, as would the old constitution. Now that it b no longer 
in hb immediate interests to have it passed, he suddenly 
loses interest and begins fabrkating 'faults', whkh, to use 
a crude phrase, aren't 'worth a pitcher of warm spit*. The 
real reasons for hb 'lack of vigour' and subvenbn, at least 
to all those wiio are close to the scene, are clear: the stu- 
dents of Arts and Science are getUng uppity - it might not 
be a good Mea to gWe them too much representatkn right- 
now.

Julius claims he supported the Constitution in Senate - 
as indeed he formally did, for the record's sake. But it b 
one thing to give it formal support, quite another to push 
hard, especially when he privately let it be known to key 
Senaton that he would be producing a new Constitutton 
amenable to them. They could hold off - after all, he would 
ddiver the goods.

' amendments. Id him present them later to an open med- 
,hig of the Students'. Society (in the usual manner); if good 
9 they wOl and should bè pvsed. But if he right now cannot 
'put forward strong and (ull support for the Constitutkn, 
he must consMer resignfaig. 

POSSIBLE cbuRS'ÊS OF ACTION

For the iuHt'twoimoat^.^^^^^ for Developing 
Areà Studies (CDAS) has be«i the target of a concerted 
attack by a imall but vocal group of McGill students 
Imown by a variety of names, but Inevitably comprising 
the same mei^berdiip. The McGill Student Movement, 
the Worker-SttTdent Alliance, the Indian Progressive 
Study Group, and, tUs year, the McGiU Committee to 
Oppose Cieneral Chaudhuri. The Committee's -goal b to 
secure the dismissal of General J. Chaiidhuri, former 
.chief of .staff of the Indian armed forcà, who, this year, 
has arrived at McGill as a vbiting professor at' CDAS, 
under the Joint auspices of the Centre and the Canadian 
government The Committee has brouglit up several 
cbarga^against|the': General; by far. they have been 
covar«ljup;«itb^ttie^mhe of Jargon and illiteracy to which 
the pmmUtM it serais, Is easily prone. . 

Sevêral^of'^''thëir. points, however, do carry some 
weight, and it b the object of thb study to evaluate tiic 
situation and to point out those areas, how they can be 
corrected, and wliat implications the general student body 
should draw from thb incident for future reference. 

The Centre 

To begin, then, we shall consider, in brief, wliat 
CDAS b. what its goab are, how it b funded and structured, 
where the locus of decbion-matdng lies, what the ideologi-

cal basb of the Centre b, if any, and bow honestly it 
proceeds in accordance with its pubibhed and known 
guidelines. 

The .Centre, establbbed in 1963, primarily holds as 
its aim the study of techniques of development in what 
are now commonly referred to as 'developing countria';. 
for the purpose of understanding them and thus improving 
their standard of living. It b devoted primarily to social 
science research at the post-graduate ievel. The Centre 
sponsois seminan and guest lecture programs, and 
invites vbiUng' profeson here on a short-tenn basb. 
It encourages, as wdi, technical and professorial coopera- 
tion between McGill-Canada and the less developed nattons. 

Between ten and fifteen fellowships are awarded each 
year to those students biterested hi thb field whom the 
.Centre feds are academically qualified and deserving of 
such a position. 

The Centre regards its publkation program as the 
most crucial part of its work, but bisbts that only work 
judged academically qualified b pubibhed. 

When questioned about the Caitre's contribution to 
Quebec, Prof. Brecher replied that the Centre vras prima- 
rily outward-directed; however, be stated that, in the 
process, it might be liliely that certain helpful factors would 
come up with regaid to' thé, progress of Quebec itsd). 
whkh b not to say we re^utl Quebec as an underdeveloped 
country hi the same sensé that sqr that Ghana or India 
or Ceylon b one. The Centre claims to have fairly good: 
Ibiks with the Quebec government and the FYencb-language 
unhrenities hi Q uèbeç^^wh o,' as wdl, are biterested hi thb 
typeofwork. '^^Hjm^S^' ' ■ 

Accordhig to Prof.~ Brecher the Centre b bivolved in 
so few countries because of lack of resources; neither

The following article has been gleaned from a 
lengthy inierview with Professor Irving Brecher 
anafrom material presented by the McGill Com- 

mitlccio Oppose GcneralChaudhuri. 

Prof. Brecher completely denied the posdbility of any 
secret research, war or otherwise, being undertaken at the 
Centre. Since the concern of the Centre is to pnblldi. It 
would, he said, be contrary to a basic tenet of the Centre to 
engage in such practices. 

The finances of the Centre are not in any way kept hidden. 
Business'and government involvement Is minbnal, though 
welMuiown. The figures recently pubibhed 1^ the McGill 
Committee to Oppose Chaudhuri were, released several 
years ago, but they give à fairly accurate! view of the diWsion 
of funds. The only govenmiënt ever to l>e directly linked to 
the Centre in terms of fuixling has been the Canadian federal 
government, which hais contributed a substantial amount of 
money-about 140,000 , to finance General Chaudhuri's 
research. It is interesting to note that the money was autho- 
rized by CIDA, a government agency, before they even 
suspected who the McGiii appointee would be. In other- 
words, the government approved of the projcct-a study of 
the role of the military in developing countrie*and autho- 
rized the money to hire a qualified researcher. Thus, the 
choice of General Chaudhuri rests squarely on the shoulders 
of CDAS. At no point. Prof. Brecher has affirmed. was 
there any attempt by tlie govenmient to any way influence 
the Centre in its choice of a researcher. 

The Centre b basically adminbtered by the Director 
(Prof. Irving Brecher) and by the associate Director. There 
b an Executive Committee composed of a cross^ection of 
ten professors from the social sdences; thb b a group 
designed to advise the Director on basic policy and share 
the responsibility for dedsion-maklng. Since the memben of 
. thb body are selected by the Director of the Centre and his 
associate, in consultation with McGill staff and others In 
the University, the possibility of the Centre becoming a 
seif-perpetuaUng political group Is definitely open. A care- 
ful study of the members of the present Executive' Commit-! 
tee, however,' reveab a somewhat liberal structure. There 
is no official channel through which appeab or nominations 
can be,inade however.,and, therefore, to say the least, of 
course, there is no recall or impeachment mechanism.' Pro- 
fessor Brecher maintains that the people are chosen solely. . 
on the basis of their academiCquaUficalions and interest 
He may be right but thé way Is certaiid^ open for the Di- 
rector to eierdse a great deal of power. : - 

The Consultative Board.ls a fixture vmicti serves orna- 
mental and finuidal purp«« of 'distinguished 
Ctodianir,' it 'meets onoe'a year and has helped the centre 
seqwrflnuK&l support. Unlike the McGiU Board of Go- 
vmmvit'has'no executive authority at all. It conceivably 
it supposed to reble the Centre to the Canadian and world 
conimiinities; it does Uttie of thb, in real terms. 

Let us sum up the role of the Centre for Developing Area 
Studies as follows: it b dedicated, supposedly, to the advance- 
ment of knowledge for the technological and sodologicai 
■improvement of the developing workl. Its primary articulated 
role in terms of this b the carrying out of research for 
publications. J

The General 

Now to the issue: General J. N. Chaudhuri, a career 
soldier bi the Indian Army became Chief of Staff bi No- 
vember 1962 after the debacle of the Sino-Indian campaign. 
From 1966-1967 he served as High Commbsioner for 
India in Canada; he has served as Vice-President of the 
Institute for Strategk; Studies of London, England. He has 
had substantial dealtaig with Britbh military colleges, 
as the Committee pobits out. There can thus be no question 
of Gen. Chaudhuri's background and probable political 
orientation. He b not doubt qualified to do research and 
bsue a study on the role of the military hi develophig coun- 
tries; he cannot be 'objective', and, thb year, no such 
claim b behig espousied by the CDAS. In fact. Prof. Brecher 
; uses as one of hb basic justincatlons for hiring Chaudhuri 
the arguments used by students last year - that for a peison 
to adequately teach and/or do research bi a field, he must 
be committed to that field. Only then can he fully go bito the 
subject matter with convictkm and competence. 

We' shall now present Prof. Brecher's outlook on the

sKuatkm and our evaluation of what correcthre measures 
^1 need beemployed in the future. 

Hiring- G«ieral Chaudhuri was a new departure for ' 
the Centre, from Its prevkius polk^ of hiring only 
academics.. Together with General Chaudhuri; tlw Centre 
, hired Mr. Frank Park, a Canadian who has been vroridng 
' in Cuba, for Radio Havana, for over sb yean to do re- 
search on that country. There seems little. doubt that the 
two men, thou^ ideologkally opposed, fell into the same 
category of analysb. Thus, the Centre desired to encourage 
some scholarship from those directly bivoived in the 
actual maUng of bbtoiy. General Chaudhuri has for a 
very long tbne been veiy close to the politkai and military . 
manoeuvering that has taken place bi India. Brecher thus 
bdleva that he will brnig to hb work btsighb which will 
be very valuable, though far from objective. 

We must then Judge how and on what baib we decide 
whether a particular person b 'hitbnately invoWed bi the 
maUng of history'.' After being considerably pressed, 
Prof. Brecher admowledged that ideological bacUng, 
of necessity, intrudes faito such a decbkm. Thus,' people 
tend to hiieothcnwMia^larbdlefa. 

Profj^]iSre£«!!Silnftiiat the 'body which hired 
Chaudhuri was'tiahsldeologklal, and he argues that, there 
\ b no evidence that General Cbaudhiiri shoidd be silenced, 
as the mUitants desire. The liberal question which 
then poses itself is: yes. the General has the right to 
express hb views and cany out bb study, but b the 
University the place for it? b not such a study better 
relegated to the secret files and cabbiels of 'undemocratic 
and bnperiaibt' governments? And. to add another di- 
mension, are not 'people's democracies' engaged hi Just 
the same type of researdi? 

Serious conflkt regarding the ideological views of the 
academic process leads to confrontation. If there b mass 
support, tile confrontation will only occur after a coalition 
of iil>eral and radical forces has been soldered. If such a 
coalitkin does not emerge before the confrontation, the

The recent outburst of indignation against 
this nian's presence in Quebec (which the 
Daily seems to have taken for granted, 
with a pinch of pluralistic passivism) re- ' 
cognises the harm that he can do, both to 
the people of South East Asia, and to the 
relations between the people of Canada and 
Asia. .. • 

The struggle ag^iist Chaudhuri is a 
very specific form of the larger struggle 
against colonialism and imperialism, which 
under various guises confuses so many in 
this University. It is a struggle against the 
institution of studying the 'other side' of 
the work! by hiring elitist individuals who 
bavë no concept of the realities: Chaudhuri 
has only seen IndUan villages from military 
helicopters, and yet the fact that 80% of the 
Indian people live on villages never occurs 
to him when he makes his sycophantic 



speeches on the 'industrial progress* of 
India. 

There are no 'institutes in Asia which 
study the military developments in . the 
Western world. As a matter of fact, without 
being facetious one can podUvely assert a 
need to study the military postures of the 
U.S. and its allies. If Chaudhuri had any 
interest in military studies, other than, 
material profit, he would be instituting 
such studies in Asia. 

The story of Chaudhuri and his actions 
is going to be told and re-told in McGill 
until some action is taken. In Uie face of 
all this controversy, Chaudhuri has re- 
mained noticeably silent. 

flO.OOO will be paid to Chaudhuri to 
conduct his 'studies'. In Uic light of. work 
he has done before it is a foregone conclu- 
sion Uiat his studies will produce exactly 
what his superiors want to see. That is 
until someone with a larger offer comes 
along and buys him away. 



^,000 is a lot of money. It is equiva- 
lent to the salaries of four or tive sdehce 
or engineering professors. It could effi- 
denUy finance research into course design 
and educational techniques, of which every- 
one complains the lack of due to 'insuffi- 
cient funds'. It could be used to break up 
those mass indoctrination meetiius that 
pass off for the first year lectures in L-132 
into smaller classes with more teachers. 
As long as McGill continues to hire 
Chaudhuris for underhand studies into 
affairs wtiich do not concern it, there will 
always remain a lack of funds for issues 
tiliatdirecUy affect students. ' 

And untimately it is the taxpayer of 
Quebec who is being squeezed to tinance 
Chaudhuris, wliile students are encouraged 
to lap it all up and just watch the show from 
the sidelines. There is a definite move to 
get rid of Chaudhuri. Students who are 
conscious of the need should join it
